Sometimes [ would see o clustor wogothor, In
one place there wore twenty-two bodies within
the space of half 1 milo; in apother six, elose
together; all more or less manglod snd torn by
Jacknls, doge, nand wvuitures, Pushing my way
through the jungle and aver putlm Aelds, ofen
obliged to swim sundry strenms swollen by lhi
late Noode, in one of whleh my pulkl WAL upsEs
I traversed 120 miles of country, when I reanhor l
the house of a Mr. Falls, an nssistant in Mossrs,
Watson & Co.'s indigo concern here.

The nbove gontleman and myzell were 11.1 r‘
ling through a dense jungle. Miles away from
any human habitation, we percelved a !.~.1ill hed
pative, ol the Sonthal teibe, Iying on thegronud:
he had thrown himsell down 1o meet riain
death; but alittle brandy' rekindles the viwal
spark, and, loth to leave him to be a prev for
the jackal and leopard, we bave hun placed on
the roof of n palki, The palki-bearer:, however,
refused to budge an inch, saying that thelr case
\\rmlrl he gone, ** Swaviter tn modo " s tried,
but “*no go;" “fortiter in re” then came into
play. They murmured, looked at the pulki
asked for & bottle of grog, and then trodeed
along with their tipsy burden. The brandy had
been too strong for him. 1 am glad to sdd that
in ¢wenty-tfour hours after this the burden was
walking abont. The musery entafled by the
famine has brought out all the worst quall-
ties of the lower clads of nntiver, As &
rule, affectionate and fond of their homes,
they have io too many 1:=unm=.~ fled, lewv-
Ing their wives dnd (amilies to starve ; but,
as  an  eye-witness in two cases  where
nobler feelings held their sway, I here
record them:—A woman, with her three young
children, crawls into a planter's house just
a4 luncheon wna being earried from the tables
she begs for the remnins of the ¢orry and rice,
which are at oncs taken out into the verandak
and placed belore her. Without attempting
to eat, she quietly eeats the three children
round the dish, who in n few minutes demolish
its contents, and although the mother is
wasted 1o n ekeleton, yet mumbling her thanks,
ghe tu s away gratefal that her olspring
have oween fed, even while she herself
still hungereth, In another village wo met a
little girl and her mother, Ising under & mungo
tree. Both were faint from hunger; they
together by feed-
ing on soaile ploked out of ponds, herries, and
lizards, where they could oblpin them, bui
daily feeling m-.:kcr they hadlsunk down under
a tree, aweiting a lingering death. We got gsome
boiled rioe and putit before them, The younger
ig the strourer; the mother is too weak to ralse
herself. Although the child's big eyes flashed
with a hungry gleam, yet her little hands, well
filled, first seek the mother's mouth, and not
until haif the rice is thus gone does she hersclf
eat. It Isimpossible to judge of the numbers
that bave died from aptual want, as no rerurns

are kept; but takiog the three districts of Balu-
sore, Cuttack, and Midnapore, [ shonld gay quite
1200 & day, In Balasore large plague pits have
had to be dug near the towns to -receive the
bodies of those found dead near their precincts,
